WILL CALL AN EXTRA SESSION. 


it Is Said President Cleveland Wishes to 

Dispose of the Tariff Question. 
Wasurnerox, D. C., March 29.—Toa few 
Congressmen who have talked with him on 
the subject Mr. Cleveland has intimated that 
he will call an extra session .of Congress to 
dispose of the tariff question. No definite 
time has been set, but the session will begin 
either in Septein ber or October. Beyond the 
decision to call the extra session no details 
for the consideration of Congress have been 
arranged and the subject has progressed no 
further than the determination to have Con- 
gress meet in one or the other of the months 
named. Mr. Cleveland, it is said, was led to 
call the session by the Republican defeat of 
1890, following 80 close on the 
enactment of the McKinley .. tariff 
law. He believes that a fair 
test of a new tariff law cannot be had in a 
few months, and therefore has deemed it wise 
to have Congress assemble two or three 
months earlier than usual. Representative 
Springer of Illinois, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, which is charged 
with the preparation of tariff bills, was ques- 
tioned y relative to the time it would take 
toenacta new tariff bill. He said it would 
be impossible for Congress to enact any 
measure of the kind wanted earlier than May 
if the subject were considered at the regular 
session beginning in December. An extra 
session would, of course, bring the matter to 
a settlement much quicker, as it met in ad- 
vance of the regular session, and would give 
the people a fair opportunity to judge of the 
merits of the measure adopted before the gen- 
eral elections in November,

OHIO REPUBLIOANS ENTHUSE AT A 
BANQUET AT CANTON. 


Toastmaster Faweett Presents the Governor 
as the Coming Man-—Senator Sherman 
and ex-Secretary Foster Give Some 
Sound Advice~Ready for the Néxt Con- 
test— Women’s Suffrage Bill Defeated in 
the Wisconsin Assembly—Hot Fight for 
Postmaster of Marshalitown. 

Cayrox, O., March 20.— [Special.] Four 
hundred persons tonight attended the banquet 
of the Canton Republican club and hundreds 
were in the galleries of the Tabernacie, where 
the celebration was held, to hear the after-din- 
ner speeches. Among the guests were: Sec- 
retary of State 8, M. Taylor, J udge James 
Hulder of Carrollton, Judge Tripp of Carroll- 
tom, Treasurer of State Cape, and Republic- 
ans of note throughout a large section of con- 
tiguous territory. . 

Everything was carried out on an elaborate 
scale and the gathering was a notable oue. 
Gov. McKinley was the subject of much eulo- 
gistic comment and the toastmaster, J, W.

Bill to Take the State Sch ool for Deaf and 
Dumb from the Central Board. 
TLassine, Mich., March 29.—[Special. |—The 
fighting was all in the Senate today, where a 
battie was on during the entire session. The 
first engagement was over the bill taking the 
management of the State School for the Deaf 
and Dumb from the Central Board of Control 
and replacing it in the hands of a special 
board, and it was passed by astrict party vote. 
The other contest was over the passage of 
the bili authorizing county or district 
agricultural societies, commerce or 
navigation companies, train railway 
manufacturing. banking or mercantile 
companies organized under the general law, 
whose term of existence has exviredor is 
about to expire by limitation, to reorganize 
for a further period of thirty years, It failed 
of passage by three votes. Another attempt 
2 made to pass it. The bill appropriating 
$95, for colony houses at the Michigan 
Asylum for the Insane was cut to $72,000. 
A favorable report was made of a bill requir- 
ing fire insurance companies of other States 
operating in Michigan to place insurance on 
Michigan property through offices in this 
State only. In the House the Gordan. bill 
taxing bank and insurance companies on the 
full amount of capital stock regardless of 
their holdings of real estate mortgages was 
passed, as was also the Plave bill authorizing 
the use of any voting machine which secures 
a secret ballot. An appropriation of $30,000 
for two additional cottages at the Eastern 
Asylum for the Insane was recommended.

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FEAR ANOTHER FIGHT 


RIVALS IN THE OCHOOTAW NATION 
READY FOR THE STRUGGLE. 


The Militiamen Who Were Taken to Paris 
Released After an Examination—They 
Proceed to Arm Themselves and Start 
Back to Antlerse—Locke and His Ad. 
herents Ready to Receive Them—Peo 
ple ef the Tewn Fearful That It Will 
Be Burned, 

Paris, Tex., March 29.—[Special. |—The 
relations between the rival factions in the 
Choctaw Nation are atill strained to their ut- 
most tension. It is now believed that another 
battle will be fought at Antlers. 

The nineteen militiamen who were arrest- 
ed there last night and brought here had an 
examination today before United States Com- 
missioner Easton. After hearing the testi- 
mony they were released. They all pro- 
ceeded at once to a hardware store 
and each purchased a new rifle. After 
that they boarded the  north-bouad 
Frisco train at 6 p. m. Before leaving they 
said they would get off at Goodland, fifteen 
miles south of Antlers. When the train 
reached that place they were all more or less 
under the influence of whisky. Judge Duke, 
who led the assault on Logke's house, insisted 
on going on to Antlers, and swofe he was 
going to stop there in spite of all that could 
be done. He was told that the other militia. 
men were gone. Locke had a strong force 
there. No arguinent could dissuade him from 
his purpose. Oaly three or four got off. The 
others went on. 

The south- bound train met the north- bound 
train there and passengers on the south- bound 
train say that Locke had fifty men at Antlers 
and declared if the militia stopped there and 
made any demonstrations whatever he would 
fire upon them. The militiamen were in the 
smoking car and the lights were out. Locke’s 
son, who was attending school at Denison, 
arrived here this afternoon, Learning the 
situation young Locke telegraphed his father, 
warning him of what was coming. All efforts 
to reach Antlers by wire since dark have 
failed, 

The Deputy United States Marshals who 
went to Antlers last night came back this 
morning. They said that at the time they 
left all was quiet and the militia was reported 
to have disbanded. People at Antlers fear the 
town will be burned. Those wounded yester- 
day are doing wellexcept Solomon Battiste, 
Sheriff of Kiametia County, who was with the 
militia. His recovery is considered almost 
out of the question. He is reported to be 
sinking.

EARLY OPENING OF THE STRIP. 


The Cherokee Council Will Soon Ratify 
the Measure Passed by Congress. 

TanLequaH, I. T., March 29,—[Special, ]— 
This has been by far the most interesting day 
of the present session of the Council. The 
interest manifested by both Indians and out- 
siders shows that there is prospect of an early 
opening of the Cherokee Strip. The chief 
and members of both branches of the 
Legislature seem to be thoroughly in harmony 
with each other, something that has not oc- 
curred before in many years. This 
taken in connection with the general satisfac- 
tion expressed in the conditions of trade is 
cohsidered as a guarantee that the amend- 
ments will be ratified within a reasonably 
short time. There is a small element, how- 
ever, who favor some amendments to the 
origina) bill as passed by Congress, but it is 
believed that this opposition is too weak to 
accomplish anything. Another thing which is 
doing much towards inducing the Council 
to ratify is the spirited contest now go- 
ing on in the Eastern money market to 

t hold of tne $8,309,000 in bonds which the 
*herokees are at liberty to make pledging the 
government security. Oneof the most de- 
sirable things liable to occur before this coun- 
cil adjourns is a settlement with the Dela- 
wares, Shawees, and freedmen, whose por- 
tion of the strip money, as the thing now 
stands, is to be held in the Treasury of the 
Jnited States until their status as citizens is 
finally settled by the United States Su- 
preme Court.

There have been many incidents to suggest 
the corner that brought disaster to so many 
commission. houses, and yesterday’s slump 
was not unlike the break that preceded the 
grand smash of six years ago. 

In the famous — deal in June, 1887, 
the excitement began Saturday, June II. 
When it became appare.t that the combine 
would be unable to carry the deal through 
July wheat dropped from 8614 to 823¢ cents. 
The trade on ’Change was enormous 
the excitement at times tense. Estimates 
of the quantity of July wheat traded in varied 
from 10,000,000 to the almost incredible quan- 
tity of 25,000,000 bushels. There were no 
rumors of dangerousty heavy losses and no 
gossip about astonishingly large winnings. 
All the indications seemed to point to a state 
of affairs in which enormous quantities of 
stuff had cha hands several times, leaving 
few of the holders either richer or poorer. it 
was not generaily believed at the time that 
the hand of the clique was very apparent in 
the operations. 

There appeared to have been a widespread 
understanding that the people engineering the 
corner had pegaed July wheat at 85}¢ 
cents and that it would not be ailowed to go 
below that point. Thecrowd, which was on no 
particular side, was comforted by the report 
and they bought heavily up to the hig 
point. So hopeless did the strength appear 
that several pronounced bears are reported to 
have filied their shorts when the price was 
between 85 and 86 cents. 

The turn came very suddenly. That it was 
anything more than an ordiuary reaction of 
one-quarter or three-eights nobody seemed 
to imagine. When a clean slump of 
ge had been recorded the crowd 
began to wake up and seil July wheat fran- 
tically. This did not help hold the market up 
any, and, much to the surprise of many, the 
clique was apparently the least interested of 
anybody asto how far prices went on the 
downward scale, Up to the time that the 8534 
peg still maintained its imaginary posi- 
tion some traders were still obstinate 
enough to believe that the decline 
woul stop abruptly at that point. 
But at the proper time the 854¢ peg came out. 
In short order the price of July wheat was 
83. At about 88 cents the decline began to 
slow up a little. Then came the reaction, and 
heavy purchases brought the closing price to 
83 


The manipulation had n — days be- 
fore. The attention of world was cen- 
tered on Chicage. Every man on the board 
was puzzled. All kinds of rumors were afloat, 
but no actual information could be obtained. 

That was Saturday. Monday July wheat 
was held close to 84, with a firm close at 83%. 
This was only a breathing spell for the clique, 
however. Tuesday came along . with 
a panic and a slump to 73. 
Failures and suspensions were on all sides. 
The corner which had existed since the March 
before had come to a disastrous end with the 
phenomenal break of 186 cents. At the close 
Maurice Rosenfeld & Co, had failed 
outright, KE. W. Bailey & Co. and 
Hamill & Brine were in tittle better 
condition, and C. J. Kershaw & Co. had 
temporarily suspended. So much wheat had 
been shipped to Chicago at that time that 
freights were doubled. Kershaw beld 12.000,- 
000 bushels and the clique started in with 10, 
000,000 bushels long for the mot. th. Thirty to 
fifty firms depended upon Kershaw’s ability 
to meet the demands for margins. If he 
failed, all failed.

Linn, Norman B. Ream, and Leepold Bloom.

June 14, 1887, the Fatal Day. 


No event in the history of wheat speculation 
offers a parallel to that of June 14, 1887, Ev- 
erything seemed to conspire to undermine the 
foundation of the corner. When the bell 
sounded for the opening brokers representing 
Linn, Ream, Brega, and other leaders on the 
bull side instantly began to hammer July 
wheat. Ten minutes later it ad 
deciined from 88% to 79 cents. Then 
the panic commenced. The rush of people 
who wanted to sell was so great that in a min- 
ute ortwo77 was reached. Cash June wheat 
had dropped from 90 to 86%. June 
dropped to 86, then 82. and shortly te 78. At 
12:30 the Rosenfeld failure was announced 
— it seemed as if everything had broken 
vose, 

The lowest point touched by cash wheat 
was 7344. Ten million bushels of wheat 
changed hands within the first thirty se¢onds 
after Stene’s hammer fell. One hundred 
million bushels were traded in during the day, 
representing an average loss or gain of 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000. There was a loss of

MORE TROUBLE FOR BRAZIL. 


It Is Probable She Will Become Involved 
in War with Paraguay. 

Vatparaiso, Chile, March 29.—[Copyright, 
1898, by James Gordon Bennett. A conflict 
between Brazil and Paraguay seems now to 
be inevitable. A dispatch from Asuncion says 
the Brazilian monitor Alagoas has arrived at 
that city and that she may begin a bombard- 
ment at auy moment.

REDUCTION OF TWENTY PER CENT 
FROM NEWYORK. 


At the Meeting of Passenger Agents This 
Tarif! Is Agreed Upon, Without the 
Privilege of Any Stop-Overs—The Re- 
duced Rate, However, Applies Only to 
Slow Trains—Legisiature Asked to In- 
terfere in Carlyle Barrie’ Behalf—The 
Colleges and Fuyerweather’s Wiil. 


New York, .March 29.—[Special.]—The sub- 
ject of Worid’s Fair rates was talked over 
with considerable apirit by the members of 
the joint committee of the Trunk Line Asso- 
ciasion and the Central Traffic Association in 
this city today. Resolutions were adopted re- 
affirming the reauction of 20 per cent from the 
regular passenger rates during the operation 
of the Fair; also providing that round trip 
tickets shall be s. ld only from New York to 
Chicago and not from Chicago eastward ; that 
no one way tickets shall be sold at reduced 
rates ; that thereshall be nostop-over privileges 
with the reduced rate tickets and that a ticket 
shall be only over tho road issuing it. 

There was’ an earnest discussion on the 
round-trip ticket resolution. The representa- 
tives of the Pennsylvania and the Erie rail- 
roads favored one-way tickets at reduced 
rates, and argued against the exclusive appli- 
cation of reduced fares to round-trip tickets 
on the groudd that such a policy would af. 
ford tempting opportunities for ticket scalp- 
ing and would divert a great deal of money 
into scalpers hands which the raitroad com- 
panies ought to get. 

Vice-President Hayden and Assistant General 
Passenger Agent Richatds of the New York 
Central road were strongly in favor of the 
round-trip ticket, however, and, being backed 
by the representatives of all the other Vander 
bilt roads, they carried their point by a large 
majority. The argument was used that the 
putting of one-way tickets on the market at 
reduced rates would lead to a serious disturb- 
ance of the rates between intermediate points. 

The proposition to allow no stop-over priv- 
Ueges with the reduced rate tickets received 
the cordial support of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation representatives. The 20 per cent re- 
duction will apply only on the slow trains, | 
that is, on the trains that take thirty-five hours 
or over in going from here to Chicago. No 
reduced fares are contemplated on the limit- 
ed expresses, which make the trip in from 
twenty-four to twenty-seven hours, The New 
York Central Chicago limited goes through 
in twenty-four heures. Oa these fast trains 
the regular fare of $20 each way will be main- 
tained. The regular fare from New York to 
Chicago on the Erie road, the Lackawanna, 
and other roads which are allowed differen- 
tials ie 518. 

Commissioner Aldace Walker presided over 
the meeting today and the attendance was full, 
including the managing officers of every ra‘l- 
road in the two associations. There will be 
another meeting tomorrow to consider the 
question of differentials. This same joint 
com mittee will meet in Chicago next Wednes- 
day for the purpose of fixing the World’s Fair 
rates in the central traffic territory.

When Locked Up in the Dungeon He 
Breuks Down—Says He Had Been Plan- 
hing for a Year and Thought the Poison 
Would Not Kill—Capt. Gill Declares He 
Will Reveal Something Discreditable 
to the Penitentiary Officials—Guard 
Haight’s Son Too Late to Get Revenge. 


Jackson, Mich., March 29.—[Special, ]—R. 
Irving Latimer lost his nerve and bravado 
this evening when Warden Davis ordered him 
placed in solitary confinement. His notori- 
ous old indifference left him, and for the first 
time, it is said, he broke down completely. 
In the face of all the outraged feeling and in- 
dignation aroused by the young villain in these 
parts he smilingly greetea those who received 
him when he was brought back to the prison 
this morning, and cheerily remarked. to G. 
Major Tabor, the old clerk, “I want to talk 
with you as soon as possible.“ 

During the day Latimer entertained Warden 
Davia, Sheriff Peck, and one or two others 
with an interesting recital of the manner in 
which he planned and consummated his es- 
cape. He had been working and thinking out 
ways and means for more than a year to lib- 
erate himself.

ELBRIDGE GERRY DEFENDS HIMSELF 
AGAINST HIS ORITIOS. 


He Says the Bill Recently Introduced in 
the New York Assembly Will Result in 
a Sad Fate for Young Girls—Those Who 
Support the Measure Are Told They 
Do Not Know What It Means—A. M. 
Palmer and Joseph Jefferson Warmly 
Refute thb Statements. 

ALnaxx, N. I., March 29.— Recent acts of 
Elbridge Gerry of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children have been 
deemed by members of the dramatic profes- 
sion arbitrary in the extreme. A recent al- 
leged utterance of Mr. Gerry against the 
women of the stage has made the player-folk 
angry. So they have constructed a bill de- 
signed to circumscribe Mr. Gerry’s power to 
seize a child under the age of 16 from any 
stage at will. 

There was a public hearing on this bill to- 
day before an Assembly committee. Mr. 
Gerry said that in arguing against this bill he 
was confronted by one difficulty. There came 
before the committee to advocate this bill 
some of the most prominent managers and 
actors of the country. But they were not the 
real parties behind the bill. Those who were 
urging it through others did not appear. These 
gentlemen who werepresent did not understand 
what the bill meant. It meant that hun- 
dreds of little girls would be ruined and 
would eventually end in the brothels. He 
meant to prove this rather bold assertion. He 
objected to the bill because it educated the 
children for unworthy ends—for the song and 
dance career. He wanted the full meaning of 
this understood.

Mr. Jefferson theh 
instanced the cases of actors from the time of 
Betterton to the present who had lived togreat 
age and had died in harness. There was the 
case of Macklin, who had retired — 
the stage at W 
turned to it again and played Shylock 
when he was a hundred, and finally died when 
he was 107. Among others he mentioned 
Clara Fisher Maeder, whose triumphs would 
be remembered, perhaps by the 2 
of the members of the committee, and who 
could act as well now at 80 as she ever did. 

Mr. Jefferson also spoke of well known 
actors who had gone upon the stage to sing 
and dance in their early childhood without 
any harm to themselves. He himself had 
gone upon the stage when he was 3 years 
of age. Indeed, there was a tradition that he 
had been carried on in long clothes, 

The committee then went into session to 
consider the matter.

Wheelock’s Constitutional 
Measure Again Passed Upon. 

Srnuinerizip, III., March 29.—{Special. }— 
The Wheelock resolution providing for a con- 
stitutional amendment which would have the 
effect of abolishing the Chicago justice shops 
received its quietus today: It has been beat- 
en two or three times, after which the vote 
which defeated it had been reconsidered, and 
it had been hanging by the eyelasties for a 
week.

Bishop J. J. Esher, the senior Bishop of the 
Evangelical Association, will leave this even- 
ing for Japan, where he will organize the 
Hirst annual conference of the Evangelical 
Church in heathen lands. The general con- 
ference of ‘that church in 1891 ordered the 
organization of an annual conference in Japan 
and tho Board of Bishops designated Bishop 
Esher to carry out the work.

Building Is Well Along. 

The State building, which occupies a beauti- 
ful site near the west end of the Art Gallery 
and next to Ohio and Wisconsin, fronting on 
two boulevards, is well along. When com- 
pleted it will have cost in money appropri- 
ated $35,000 and material donated, including 
the furnishing, $50,000. It is 104x144 feet 
in ground dimensions, and three stories 
high, with a tower containing two 
stories more. It is surrounded on three sides 
by an elevated piazza twelve feet wide, and 
fronts to the north and west. The first floor 
contains the offices, men’s reception and club 
rooms, a ladies’ parior, reading and reclining 
rooms, toilet and check rooms; also a barber 
shop, cigar and news stand, a postoffice, bu- 
reau of information, where every Michigan 
visitor is expected to register, giving both his 
home and Chicago addresses. The general 
reception room is being finished and will be 
furnished by inaw County at an expengze of 
$4,000, and Muskegon County is doing the 
same thing with the ciub-room, spending 
$3,000. The ladies’ parior and reading-room 
are bemg decorated and furnished 
by the leading society women of 
Grand Rapids. and they will use $6,000. 
Secretary Stevens declared yesterday that 
this will, without exception, be the finest par- 
lor in Jackson Park. The main corridor, 50 
feet long and 40 feet wide, has a large fireplace

$1,000 mantel furnished by the Widdicomb 
Mantel company of G Rapids. There 
will also be fireplaces in the ladies’ parlor and 
the Saginaw and Muskegon rooms. The floors 
of the corridor and hallways are wade of 
Michigan tile, ail the wood used in the build- 
ing came from Michigan, and most of the con- 
struction work was done by Michigan work- 
men.

J. S. Valentine df a 
UNIQUE EXHIBIT FROM MICHIGAN, 
The State Will send the Biggest Load of 

Logs Ever Hauled. 

Ewan. Mich, March -27—[Special.}— 
Among the interesting things to be seen in the 
exhibits from Michigan at the Worid's Fair 
will be the biggest load of logs ever hauled by 
a single team in the State, and probably the 
biggest load ever piled on a single pair of 
sleighs, regardiess of the motive power sup- 
plied to move it. The load consisted of fifty 
pine logs, each eighteen feet in length, piled 
in ten layers, varying in the number of logs 
from eight in the second layer to 
one capping the load. The biggest log 
contained 1.225 feet, board measure, and the 
smallest 404 feet, and weighed 300,000 pounds,

or 150 tons. The logs were just cut, and were 
consequently heavy with sap and frost. They 
were loaded by means of — s and a pair of 
horses, with the assistance of three men. It 
took a ton of chain to bind the load together. 
The top of the last log was thirty-three and 
one-half feet above the bottom of the runners 
of the sleigh. The horses weighed but 1,700 
pounds each, and they pulled the load eighty 
rods on a level road to. the rollway. The 
load was hauled in one of the camps of the 
Nester estate, near here. The sleigh, team, 
and logs will be taken to the Fair, and the 
logs loaded again just as they were here. It 
will take ten standard size flat-cars to trans- 
port the load to Chicago. The sleighs had 
nine-foot runners and fourteen-foot bunks.”’

4 It has long been held by American states- 
men that some control of those islands would 
become indispensable to the naval and mili- 
They have 
also regarded a naval station there as indis-

acifie. Mr. Blaine is thoroughly penetrated 
with these views, as was his predecessor, Mr. 
Bayard. It is easy to see that the possession 
of these islands by any other power in their 
central monopoly of the intersection of com- 
mercial routes at the only point of supply at 
a convenient distance from the Pacific const 
would constitute a menace to thut coast which 
would be intolerable. Modern steam naval 
necessities also render a station at least for 
coaling at no greater distance than Honolulu 
indispensable, and this to be one furtified 
against the chances of war. 

** Successive steps have been taken by the 
United States towards securing a dumiuating 
influence in Hawaii. 

The first of these was the Treaty of«Reci- 
procity with Hawaii, established in 1876, and 
still in force. By this treaty Hawaiian rice 
and the lower grades of Hawaiian sugars 
were admitted * free into the United 
States. Under the late high tariff ou sugar 
this was of immense advantage to Hawaii, it 
bering able to realize f:om $40 to $50 a ton in 
San Francisco more than other countries could 
do. The product of sugar steadily increased 
from 13,000 tons in 1876 to 130,000 tons in 
1890, thus placing Hawaii as eighth in the list 
of cane-growing countries. The total valua- 
tion of sugar plantations in 1890 was about 
$35,000,000, of which nearly four-fifths are 
owned by American citizens, of whom a large 
number nov: reside in the United States, after 
making fortunes in Hawaii. 

Under the working of this treaty for fifteen 
years, Hawaii has become, socially and com. 
mercially, to a predominant degree an Amer- 
ican culony.

Canada Defeats Blaine’s New Treaty. 


In the meantime, the reform Cabinet had 
applied themselves earnestly to tbe work of 
securing the King’s signature to the amended 
draft of the treaty. Their efforts would man- 
ifestly have been successful but for the inter- 
position of Canadian influences through the 
agency of the Attorney-General, While Eu- 
gland is comparatively indifferent to Ameri- 
can domination in Hawaii, it is .quite other- 
wise with Canada, which is habitually seusi- 
tive about her great neighbor's as 
cendency. Especially are the commercial 
interests of British Columbia, and peculiarly 
so those of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
concerned to supplant San Francisco in tne 
trade with Australia. It seems to them hard 

the commercial tribute of their great 
sister colony on the other side of the Pacific 
should be paid to a rival cousin, and not to 


themselves. Yankee influence in Hawaii is 


hence obnoxious to Canada, as interposing a 
barrier to the Australian trade, as well as 
bemg a general obstacle to Canadian in- 
fluence in the Pacific. This attitude of theirs 


bas much to justify it from their point of 


view. 

** While the negotiation of the new treaty 
was thus pending Attwurney-General Ashford, 
who was a Canadian, got leave of absence to 
visit home. While in Canada he was in eluse 
conference with Sir John’ Macdonald and be- 
came a special guest of President Stephen of 
the Canadian Pacitic railway, Upon his re- 
turn to his post he at once astonished his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet by throwing his utmost 
influence with the King against them and the 
treaty, with the result that the King refused 
to agree to what Mr. Biaine had been at so 
much pains to arrange. The reason subse- 

uently given in the Legislature by Mr. Ash- 
ord for his course was that to surrender the 
right to make treaties with other powers with- 
out United States supervision was a surrender 


of independence, unworthy in itself, and es pe- 


excellent harbor, but of small dimensions.

In 
the close vicinity of the city, however. is 
Pearl Harbor,“ which, in security, area, and 
general convenience, belongs to the claas of 
larger and better havens like New York and 
Rio Janeiro. Its entrance is as yet unfortu- 
nately closed to large vessels by 
coral obstructions in the outer pas- 
sage through the barrier reef one mile 
from the shore, -After passing this vessels 
enter a kind of a deep river, nearly haifa 
mile wide, burdered by low coral biuffs. 
About two miles inland this river opens into 
wide reaches, or itochsa, which are sepa- 
rated by wiands and peninsular. In these 
riverways and lochs are about 1,500 acres of 
water of from four to fifteen fathoms, which 
is in many pleces close to the coral biuff, so 
that the largest ship might run a plank ashore. 
In the upper reacheg.there is an equal amount 
of water. shoaling fr in four fathoms to noth- 
ing. There is ‘every facility for building 
wharves, at which hundreds of the largest 
steamers could lie at one time. The adjacent 
snc res consist of extended flat land; suited to 
commercial uses. The purest fresh water is 
in copious supply. 
Cost of Removing the Bar.

This 
places the autonomy of Hawaii in an un- 
pleusantly menaced position, considering how 
strong are at any time liable to become the 
motives of her powerfui neighbor to take a 
hasty possession. 
tremendous drop in the price of sugar in 
the United States in consequence of re- 
cent tariff and reciprocity legislation, Hawaii 
finds herself suddenly thrust down from the 
immense special advanteges which have cre- 
ated her recent wealth and relegated to an 
equality with Braziland Cuba. By refusing 
the new treaty Hawaii has forfeited her right 
to share the valuabie bounties given t~ Amer- 
ican sugar growers. Canadian influence has 
thus been about as detrimental to the sugar 
interests of Hawaii as it has been to the

At the islands a pleasant ideal, and one 
much and hopefully entertained, has been 
that of a permanently independent State un- 
der the friendly protection of the great 
8 unitedly or of the United States sing- 
y. It has been hoped that such a State 
might efficiently fulfill all the needed duties 
of hospitality and protection to the 
coin merce of the Pacific. Hawaii 
has justly been very proud of its 
ecntinued independence and autonomy, alone 
among all the groups of tne ‘Pacific. It has 
owed this to its gyn good conduct and capa- 
ble government, and to the very fiiendly of.- 
fices of Engiand, and especially to those of 
the United States. This sehtiment of patriot- 
ic attachment to Hawaiian autonomy has 
been peculiarly strong in the hearts of that 
large body of American citizens and their 
children, who for fifty years have been closely 
identified with the growth and develup- 
ment of constitutional governwent and 
with that popular education which 
is indispensable to such government. 
Associated with these are many of English 
and German origm who share the same at- 
tachment to the Hawaiian flag. It is with 
greatest regret and apprehension that these 
persons observe the apparently inevitable 
cousequences of the new period of multiplied 
commerce which is about to open. It is with 
pain that they have to admit that no cousider- 
ahons of Hawaiian national sentiment are 
likely to withstand any pressing necessities of 
the situation.

The excavation of the bar with proper 
appliances need take less than two years. The 
prevailing trade winds blow directly athwart 
the passage, so that ships sail out or in on a 
free wind. The whole region, like all parts of 
the islands, is perfectly healthy, without 
miasma or malaria of any sort. 


SAYS LAKE GENEVA IS TOO FAR AWAY. 


Locating of the Yerkes Telescope There 
Would Be Fraught with Incenveniences, 
In connection with the proposition to es- 

tablish the Yerkes observatory at Lake Ge- 

neva, S. W. Burnham, late of Lick Observa. 


tory, was asked his opinion of the location. | 


He said: Looking at it from an astronom- 
ical point of view Lake Geneva is just as good 
a location as any other place within a radius 
of 500 miles. From a practical working stand- 
point, however, Lake Geneva is too far from 
Chicago to de convenient. I would favor a 
location within a distance of twenty miles 
from Chicago. The telescope could not be 
erected here because of the atmospheric dis- 
turbances which occur on the borderland of 
the lake, due to the difference in temperature 
between the land and the water. itis desir- 
able, of course, that a location for the observ- 
atory should be selected soon, as work on the 
telescope mounting 1s delayed until the exact 
latitude of its permanent home is secured. A 
big telescope like the Yerkes is made for one 
particular place, and its mountings are only: 
of use at that place.”

Macon Counts Tenants. 

The tenant of today is different from the 
tenant of some years. ago. He wants all he 
can get, and if he can’t get it one Way he will 
another. 1 do not mean to infer by this that 
he is any more dishonest than the average 
man. Buthe knows that he is entitled to 
more than the tevant of ten or fifteen years 
ago. The landlords, of whom I am one, 
want all they can get. Thus a 
spirit of discontent on the part of 
the tenant has grown up. I have 
advised my tenants always to go where they 
can buy their ewn homes. Land in this 
county has increased so rapidly in value that 
a tenant who purchases here must be more 
sagacious than the average man. The tenant 
who has to pay $4, or $5, or $6, or whatever 
may be asked per acre, and in addition divide 
the crop, is bettér off in a new country with a 
few acres which he can call his own, and 
where he can work when he pleases and not 
have to account to any one else.”’ 

Inquiry of the representative citizens of 
Mucon County resulted in information show 
ing that whatever exodus has taken place 
from it has been confined largely to tenants, 
There have been a few cases where land own- 

rs have sold because having largely in- 
creased families and wantmg to purchase 
larger tracts of land they gave gune into 
other States because they could not buy 
land adjacent to their farms in the county. 
Only a tew of these, however, are reported. 
At least a dozen successful farmers of Macon 
County have moved to the county seat, where 
they are leading a hfeof leisure. But their 
children have been left to run the farm. 
There has never been a time in the history of 
Macon County, according to those who ought 
to know, when there has been such great pros- 
perity among the farmers. 

The Spirit Strikes Old De Witt. 


In De Witt County the tenants who have 
gone into other States were of a thrifty kind. 
By close application and reasonable terms 
they were enabled to save up enough to buy 
themselves homes in lowa and 8 
where they could get five acres for what they 
would have to pay fur one in the county they 
left. In a few instances some of the 
farmers who left De Witt County 
were well to do, that is to gay 
they owned farms of eighty or 160 acres, but 
could not buy any additional acreage adjvining 
tucir farms. These farmers had large fami- 
lies and were anxious to go where they could 
have more land, One farmer who had a pieas- 
unt home, and whose soil seemed to produce 
as if by magic, and who. at one time thought 
it would be sacrilege to leave Illinois, sold his 
farm and everything thereoa and bought 600 
acres in Iowa. Some surprise was expressed 
at. his action and in answer to queries as to 
why he sold he said: “I have tive daughters 
in my family, not one of whom seems to have 
had any luck in marryi It looks to me 
now as if they never would and I have got to 
do something for them, as nobody elae seems 
inclined that way. The tarm wuich I sold, if 
equelly divided among them, would not have 
brought enough to take care of them during 
their lifetime.“ 

There have been several instanves of this 
kind in De Witt County. sometimes the ex- 
cuse being that the sous had not married. A 
gentleman who has watched the transition 
said to the correspondent that it is a matter 
of regret that those who were cormiing ia to 
take the place of the tenants who had left or 
were leaving are not su thrifty or intelligent. 
The same gentieman said he had talked with 
many of the tenants who had gone. West and 
they told him they could raise as good crops 
on land that cost $8 an acre, if it was 
any sort of land at all, 
on land -worth $80 an acre, and that 
five acres of new land in Iowa or Nebraska 
could be purchased for what one acre of iand 
would cost in De Witt County. There appears 
to be no disposition acc..rding to this infor- 
mant to crowd out the renter, The renter 
simply preferred his own -home, and on ac- 
count of the high price at which land is held 
in Central Illinois he was unable to purchase 
any in this State. Of course among farmers, 
whether tenants cr land owners, there are al- 
ways discontented men, 

‘There are farmers of this sort in Central 
Illinois as well as in other places, They are 
always out for an excursion into some new 
couatry. They go in swarms; they indulge 
in loud talk, and with them the better country 
is always just ahead. Many of this class have 
gone out from Illinois. 

There is one other reason which might be 
ascribed to exodus of tenantse—namely: the 
change of terms of the land owner. ereto- 
fure the owner participated in the crop, but 
he found out that the tenant as a rule gut the 
best of it. The rule now. is to charge so many 
dollars an acre. This the tenant must pay in 
cash whether he raises a crop or not, and in 
as much as he had to put his hand in his 
pocket he concludes he had better put what- 
ever he has of money into a home of hia own. 
Even those who rent on the old terma say that 
they are tired of being watched so closely by 
the owner. The farmer who has made a 
fortune in this section, and he is quite numer- 
‘ous, is a pretty sly fox. He knows how he 
made his money, and he doesn’t propose that 
his tenant shall get ahead of him, and so he 
watches him from one end of the season to 
the other. This has had something to do 
with making the tenant discontented. 


But They Move, Notwithstanding. 


Raitroad officials informed the correspond- 
ent that one hundred families left, passing 
Serene Clinton less than two weeks ago, Not 
one of these wasatenant. The head of the 
family had been a small land owner, but on 
account of high priced land no additional land 
— be bought except at the risk of gouig in 

ebt. N 

A gentleman who has been among this class 
of farmers said: There is 4 feeling of un- 
rest among the small land owners of the 
county which will beeome contagious sooner 
or later. They cannot buy any additional 
lands on account of high prices. And the 
plain English of it all is that a few men in the 
county ars trying to get control of the best 
part of the county to rent it to tenants on 
cheap terms. One man controls 6,000 acres, 
and he has made a scientific study of tenantry, 
and he is carrymg outa system which, if a 
few others go into the same business, will

In answer to the question why there had 
been an exodus on the part of some a citizen 


“who has had dealings with farmers here for 


twenty years said: | 

„Most of those who have left are farmers 
of the better class—men who ow 8. 
They had tracts of eghty and 120 acres 
and their families had imcreased. 80 
had the prices of lands. They could not buy 
except at high prices, and in many instances 
where they would have purchased the lands 
they wanted were not adjacent to their farms. 
So tney went to Iowa, and Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, where they could buy three acres for 
what they would have to pay for one here, and 
they could get as much as they wanted, all in 
one tract. The question of the difference in 
the prices of their crops hore and eisewbere 
did not enter into their moving away. They 
were a cless who wanted more land, and they 
could afford to wait on the increase of their 
new purchases, which is inevitable. Some of 
them have already realized this. 

‘* Who took their places when they left?“ 

“In nearly every case their farms were 
bought by well-to-do farmers who live in the 
counties adjacent. They are men who could 
afford to pay high prices and men who have 
large families, and having plenty of money 
they bought here for their sons and daugh- 
ters and sent them here to locate. Ninety per 
cent of the purchases of farms in this county 
have been made by Illinois farmers of the 
class referred to.“ 


Prefer to Own Farms. 


Instances were cited showing that if a farm... 


er can afford to rent good land in Livingston 
County he can realize profitabiy, but as a rule 
a tenant who can afford to pay high rents 
prefers to go where he can own his farm. 

As a rule the class of tenantsin Livingston 
County get so much a day without partici- 
pating in the crops. A case was found where 
the owner of a tract of 140 acres raised wheat 
and oats. He hired the entire force, plowing, 
harvesting, and paid for the boarding of his 
hands, and in the wind up realized a net protit 
of $17 an acre. ; 

A Pontiac capitalist and speculator who 
made up land cxeursions to lowa a year ago 
said to Tux Tripunz correspondent: 

“IT took out u year ago several hundred 
farmers from this and Woudford and Me. 
Lean Counties, who bought farms in Iowa 
and settled on them. My recollection is that 
there wasn't a man among the lot who was 
not what I cai) well-fixed. They wanted more 
land, but the prices had gone up on the lands 
so rapidly that they felt they could do better 
by their families by going where they could 
get three and four acres for one here. In 
some cases men sold in Livingston County 
for a high price, thinking they could purchase 
elsewhere in the county for smaller figures 
and found they were mistaken. That class 
had to go. But their places were taken in 
every case by Illinois farmers from other 
counties. 

Say the Renters Suffer. 


The farmers and citizens of McLean County 
are f nd of calling it God's country.” Vice- 
President Stevenson, whose home is there, al- 
ways alluded to it in that way when he was 
making his recent campaign. There has not 
been much of an exodus from McLean, but 
the spirit seems to be working in that direc- 
tion. Sift the talk all down in that county, as 
well as in others, and there remains in the 
findings this one fact—that the farmers of the 
miudle class are of the opinion that the few 
capitalists in the county are trying to get all 
the land, and they, the middle class, feel that 
there is no show for them. 

An old agriculturist put the thing in a nut- 
shellwhen he said to the correspondent in 
Blvomington: People wonder why we should 
be discontented in a land that is flowing with 
milk and honey. We who complain do not 

et to taste these sweets, We are not selfish, 

ut it is human nature for a man who works 
for years as hard as he can to reflect that he is 
not getting ahead like his neighbors. The 
rich farmer is getting richer, the pour are 
standing still, I won't say that he is getting 
poorer. What good does itdome to know 
that the Funk family is adding to tneir wealth 
every year while I, and others like me, who 
work harder, cannot get on except by enrich- 
ing the Funks?’’

The Investigation of Senator Roach. 

There were no open ‘developments in the 
proposed investigation mto the record of Sen- 
ator Roach of North Dakota today. The mat- 
ter was a general subject of conversation on 
the floor of the Senate and so far it does not 
appear that party lines have yet been strictly 
drawn, although certain Democratic Senators 
privately indulged in some rather harsh criti-

The criticism that has 
been heard 1s due, he says, to a conception of 
the effect of the instrument b upon 
garbled extracts that appeared in a surrepti- 
tious publication when the treaty was first 
sent to the Senate, and when objections now 
made would, if made then, have been timely 
and well founded.

Mr. Hartig’s Bequests to Milwaukee Insti- 
tutions—Funeral of Dr. Ashley.

Philip Hartig, whose will was filed for pro- 
bate today, left $18,000 for charity, divided 
into sums of $3,000 for each of the following 
institutions: Milwaukee Hospital, Isolation 
Hospital, St. Joseph's Hospital, St. Mary's 
Hospital, Asylum for the Aged and Infirm, 
and Little Sisters of the Poor.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE PRESI- 
DENTS NOT CARRIED OUT. 


General Passenger Agents Unable to Agree 
~The Santa Fe Objects to Enter Into an 
Agreement Until Trans-Missouri Lines 
Have Taken Action—8, H. H. Clark to 
Remain with the Union Pacific—Head- 
quarters of the Wagner Palace Car 
Company Moved te Chicago. 

The Presidents of the Western roads do not 
appear to have much influence with their 
General Passenger Agents. A few days ago 
the Presidents met at the office of President 
Fish of the Illinois Central railroad and passed 
resolutions instructing their General Passen- 
ger Agents as to the rates and arrangements 
to be made for the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition. The recommendation of the Presi- 
deata, it is understood, is that the General 
Passenger Agents should meet as soon as 
possible and adopt an agreement for the 
maintenance of uniform passenger rates dur- 
ing the Fair period. They also directed that 
the rates for all regular express trains be re- 
duced 20 per cent from the regular rates, 
which is a little more than a fare and 
one-third for the round trip, and that 
special excursions be run from various points 
in the association for the masses at A rate of 
not more than one fare for the round trip, 
but that a lower rate may be made for such 
excursions if it should be found necessary. 

The General Passenger Agents met in Chair- 
man Caldwell’s office a day or two ago to 
take action in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Presidents. It was 
thought that nothing more had to be donc 
than to ratify the action of the Presidents. 
But those who were of that vupizion underesti- 
mated the importance and powers of the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents. No sooner had the 
meeting been called to order than a spirit of 
hostility to the Presidents’ recommendations 
began to evince itself. Many of the General 
Passenger Agents did not at all agree with the 
ideas of the Presidents ana had decided opin- 
ions of their own as to how the business 
should be conducted.’ The special committee 
on World's Fair rates, appointed several 
months ago, submitted a majority and mi- 
nority report. The minority report was pre- 
sented by the Chicago and Northwestern. A 
heated argument ensued between the repre- 
sentatives of the Alton and Northwestern 
roads. The latter insisted that tickets should

WILL REMAIN WITH UNION PACIFIC. 


President Clark Withdraws His Resigna- 
tion and Explanations Are Made. 

Nzw Yorx, March 29.— When the time ball 
on the Western Union Building dropped at 
noon today, events were taking place under 
the roof that should set the railroad-men 
guessing, East and West. The “doings” re- 
ferred to were in the private office of George 
Gould, where the directors of the Union Pa- 
cific railroad were ranged about the room 
looking interested and wise. These gentle- 
men had been called together in a special 
session, and if the fellows who were then 
howling at each other down on the floor of the 
stock exchange had known early 
what the purpose of this meeting was their 
activity would have been intensified. The 
boys were stirred up, however, when they 
heard what the men in George Gould’s office 
had done. Missouri Pacific went down a 
point ortwoon the information, and there 
was some scuttling down in Broad street, and 
this is how it was: 

At a called meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Union Pacific S. H. H. Clark, the 
President of the road, withdrew his resigna- 
tion, which was sent in several weeks ago; at 
the unanimous request of the board. He will 
continue as President until his term of office 
excires, April 26, the understanding being 
that he will at once resign from tne Prési- 
dency of the Missouri Pacific, to which he was 
elected as soon as his resignation frum the 
Union Pacific was made known. 

After the meeting was over Mr. George J. 
Gould said: 

Mr. Clark will retire from the Presidency of the 
Missouri Pacific railway and give his entire at- 
tention to the Union Pacific. Weare sorry to lose 
him. I consider him one of the ablest railway 
men in the United States. The Union Pacific in- 
terests wished to retain him and we reluctantly 
consented. Assistant General Manager Smith 
will be in charge of the operation of the Missouri 
Pacific for the present. We have not yet con- 
— who will be Mr. Clark's successor as Presi- 

ent. 

Director Samuel Sloan thus explained the 
action of the directors: 

Mr. Clark has been a valuable man tothe Union 
Pacific and the directors did not want to let him 
go. He was therefore prevailed upon to with- 
draw his resignation as President of the road. 
There is no discord between the Missouri Pacific 
and the Union Pacific over the matter. The 
Missouri Pacific directors have not met yet. 
When they do so they will elect another Presi- 
dent for their road. The two boards are acting 
in harmony with each other, 

Another director said: 

The reasons for Mr. Clark’s resignation were 
personal, and they have been overruled by the 
desire of the directors to have him continue the 
policy he has F r since coming into the 
chief executive offi a year ago. The salient 
points of his policy have n: Raising the gen- 
eral standard of the road as regards its reputa- 
tion as acorporation; reducing operating ex- 
penses in every department without any dissatis- 
faction among employés or murmurs of 
a “grinding down” policy: cementing 
the traffic relations of the Union Pacific 
with other roads, and developing the 
local resources of the company. As a railroad 
manager he is an exceptionally strong man, and 
it was the wish of all t he should pursue his 
successful system, as the road has grown and pros- 
pered under it. I believe that he will give up all 
relations with the Missouri Pacific and give his 
undivided attention to this board. He will, of 
course, be reslected at the next annual meeting 
of the stockholders on April 26. 

One theory on the street was to the effect 
that the Gould interests were favorable to the 
withdrawal of Mr. Clark’s resignation. be- 
cause they feared that if he did not resume 
the office of President, Gen. G. M. Dodge of 
the Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf road

3. The' statute does not contemplate that the 
Canal Commissioners shall surrender any portion 
of the canal to the Board of Trustees of the Sani- 
tary District, but, on the contrary, it contem- 
plates tnut the Canal Commissioners shall retain 
possession. 

4. The statute does not license the Board of 
Trustees of the Sanitary District to enter upon,

, A CLASSIC MAYOR NOT WANTED, 

It has been urged as a reason why Mr. Har- 
rison should be elected Mayor over Mr. Aller 
ton that the city will need this summer the 
services of a classic Mayer of whom — 

Tis known he could speak Greek 
As naturally as pigs squeak, 

While Latin was no more difficile 
Than to a blackbird tig to whistle, 

The mat. who will be at the head of the city 
government this year will have more impor- 
tant duties to perform than making classic 
speeches to visitors, and it is likely that the 
visitors would rather see the Fair than listen 
to complimentary addresses, It is of more 
importance that we streets should be cleaned 
for those who are to come here, whether 
Americans or foreigners, whether Kings 
Princes, merchants, or farmers, than that they 
should be met at the depot by the Mayor and 
welcomed to Chicago. It is much more neces- 
sary that the afr should be free from soot and 
smoke, so that foreign potentates may have 
pure air to breathe, than that floods of ora- 
tory should be poured out for their benefit, 
They would rather have the city well policed, 
so that their pocketbooks will not be stolen, 
than to lose their pocketbooks and be favored 
with some classic addresses, A great deal of 
rabbish has been talked about the necessity of 
having a Mayor who can receive visitors in 
aceordance with Delsartean rules. No one 
who comes here for the Exposition will care 4 
fig who is Mayor. The persons who have 
made the Fair a success will be the ones they 
will take an interest in and want to be wel- 
comed by. 

Supposing that the chief function of the 
Mayor were to make gracefulſrem irks to vis- 
itors of high degree, what intelligent person 
would choose Mr. Harrison for that position? 
He has been in office before. He has made 
welcoming’speeches before. The keynote of 
them all was that if the visitors got drunk or 
otberwise miscondacted themselves so as to 
fall into the hands of the police he would see 
that they were set free without a fine. Such a 
greeting may fall pleasantly on. the ears of 
Tammany Aldermen, but it is not the sort of 
welcome to which gentlemen ars accustomed. 
Foreigners who came here and were thus ac- 
costed by the Chief Magistrate of the city 
would take to their homes a queer impression 
of Chicago. It was not in good taste for 
Mayor Colvin to suggest to King Kalakaua 
that perhaps he would “like to wash up.” It 
would be in much worse taste for Mayor Har- 
rison to intimate to some foreign dignitary 
that he supposed he would like to get drunk 
and kick up a row. 

If the people feel that, disregarding cleanli- 
ness and everything else, they must have a 
classic Mayor, one who has “ripped with 
Euripides and socked -with old Socrates” 
then Harrison is not their man. His oratory 


is of a Gothic type with Billingsgate decora- 


tions which would not please the cultured ears 
of Princes.

WHAT ARE THE POLICE DOING! 
Another meeting of citizens in favor of the 
election of Mr. Allerton was attacked by a 
gang of hogdlums and toughs Tuesday even- 
ing and broken up and the speakers were de- 
nounced by the thugs because they attempted 
to criticise Harrison. The meeting was in 
Mulier’s Hall, corner of North avenue and 
Sedgwick street, and consisted mostly of Ger- 
-nan-American eitisens. There were about 
250 of them present and for half an hour the 
meeting proceeded in an orderly manner. At 
this point thirty or forty men, most of them 
half drunk, went up the stairway and began 
to hoot the speaker, who was interrupted at 
every sentence thereafter by oaths, hisses, and 
catcalls. As the report has it, two police- 
men stood at tne foot of the stairs and 
refused to go into the hall to pre- 
serve order.” The Harrison organ prints 
reports of three other meetings at which the 
Harrison thugs invaded Allerton meetings, 
broke them up, and took possession of the 
halls. Those proceedings the Harrison organ 
gleefully announces as “turning Allerton’s 
meetings into Harrison gatherings.“ The 
meetings in question cecurred in the Six- 
teenth, Twenty-ninth, and Twenty-sixth 
Wards. The Alierton committee paid for the 
halis. The supporters of Mr. Allerton went 
to the meetings by invitation. For the most 
pert the Allerton men are taxpayers. They 
are all citizens of respectability. They are 
surely entitled to protection in their halls and 
meetings. Itis the duty of the poiice force 
or the members of it present to prevent them 
from being disturbed by hostile rowdies. 

Supt. McClaughry ia an interview yesterday 
admits this, but referring to one of the meet- 
ings which was broken up last Sunday rather 
deprecates criticism, of the thugs. He says 


not broken up. All the newspaper reports as- 
sert otherwise, and those reports are more 
likely to be truthful than those which the 
Superintendent bas received from his subor- 
dinates. Further along in this interview Maj. 
McClaughry admits that the meeting was 
“disturbed.”’ But he adds that the disturb. 
ance was committed by boys and not by any 
organized political gang. But boys can dis- 
‘turb a meeting as well as persons of larger 
growth. At the same time it would be more 
easy for the police officers to quell a disturb. 
ance created by boys than by older and 
tougher men. There were police at the meet- 
ing in question. Has Supt. McClaughry called 
the officers who permitted the boys to break 
up the meeting to account? Has he punished 
them? We fear not. 

But Supt. McClaughry gives promise that in 
the future he will do better. He said in the 
interview already quoted from: 

I understand the importance of adequate pro- 
tection at the polls iu the Sixth Ward on dlectlon 
day, and Iam preparing to give it there and in 
all the wards at every one of the 800 polling 
piaces. Lievt. Earight’s precinct will be cared 
for, and every other precinct in the city. There 
will be 2,500 policemen on duty at the. polls in- 
structed to preserve the peace and maintuin or 
der. Every policeman bas been ordered not to be 
active in a partisan sense. : 

The trouble about those orders is that the 
policemen deliberately misinterpret them. 
Thus they take an instruction to be non-par- 
tisau as one not to interfere when the rowdies 
and thugs of one party beat and threaten and 
bulldoze the peaceable citizens of another 
party. In sowe of the polling places; as 
Supt. McClaughry well knows, there is hardly 
any need ofa policeman. The citizens pre- 
serve order without their aid. In other pre- 
Cincts, on the contrary, it requires a 
large force to preserve order, and it 
depends on the selections made whether 
order is preserved. Take the case 
referred to by the Superintendent. Lieut, 

‘Enright was in charge of a certain pre- 
cinct of the Sixth Ward two years ago. His 
officers on that occasion actually connived at 
ballot burglary and defacing the returns, 
Does Supt. McClauyhry believe for a moment 
that this is a safe man to put in charge of thé po- 
lice force of the same district at this time, when 
there is a fiercer and more determined con- 
test and when the candidates are more desper- 
ate because of the recollection of the fraud

AN ELECTION HALF-HOLIDAY FOR EM- 


PLOYES. 
It the leading business houses of the city will, 
in compliance with the address of the Business- 


Men's Exetutive committee published in Tux 


Tripung yesterday, give their employés a 
half-holiday Tuesday there ought. to be no 
doubt about Mr. Allerton’s election. The 
half-holiday, as the committee advises, should 
be given in the morning as far as practicable. 
The polls close at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
They open at 6 o’clock in the morning. If 
employés of the business houses are not 
obliged to report for duty until 11 o’clock the 
morning of election they will have plenty of 
opportunity to vote and to exercise their in- 
fluence among their fellow-citizens. As a 
rule 75 per cent of the vote since the new 
election law came in force in Chicago has 
been cast before II o’clock. If the half-holi- 
day is given as suggested 90 per cent of the 
vote in the residence wards will be ia the box 
next Tuesday by 10 o’clock. Harrison will 
be beaten at that time. It will, of course, 
be a great sacrifice for the business-men to 
give the employés the three hours from 8 
o’clock, when they usually begin their work, 
until 11 o’clock, but if all, or nearly all, unite 
in making the sacrifice, each will not lose a 
great deal. The sacrifice of the employers 
will inspire the employés with a sense of pub- 
lhe duty. It will be an argument as to the 
impsrtance of the issues to be decided that 
ought to be conclusive. 

This contest, as the Business-Men’s commit- 
tee declares, is not between Democrats and 
Republicans, but between the honest, intelli- 
gent citizen and the gang. The gambling- 
houses, the groggery-houses, the breweries, 
will ali give their employés ample opportu- 
nity to vote for the gang ticket. Every grog- 
shop will be a headquarters for the gang can- 
didates; every tough saloonkeeper and every 
gambler will be an active, énergetic, and un- 
tirimg agent for the gang candidates next 
Tuesday. Tffey will use money freely in Har- 
rison’s interest in the belief that if he is 
elected they will be able to make it good, It 
will be the duty of the basiness-men, the 
thoughtful and intelligent men, the honest 
men, to fight this combination, and the only 
place where they can fight it is at the polls.

TO GUARD AGAINST FRAUD. 

It is reported that the Citizens’ Executive 
committee in charge of the Allerton campaign 
has discovered two schemes of the Herrison 
gang committee by which it is hoped to count 
in Harrison if the election Tuesday is any. 
thing like close. One scheme is to place in 


election as may prove corruptiblo false tally 
sheets made out before and to be substituted 
for the genuine tally sheets after the close of 
the polls. In aid of this scheme it is proposed 
to hold back the returns from about forty of 
the tough precincts until it is ascertained how 
many votes may be needed to elect Harrison. 
-This plan was tried two years ago by the 
gang which is now. running the Harrison 
campaign. The duplicate tally sheets were 
kept in a room over a saloon on Clark street. 
The returns were brought to those rooms. 
The genume tally sheets were taken out and 
the false ones were substituted. About forty 
precincts were held back in the Fifth, Sixth, 
Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth Wards, and in 
some tough precincts of the Sixteenth and 
Twenty-third. All the measures necessary to 
count in the candidate of the gang had been 
taken at that time, but the “lightning calcu- 
lators of the committee in charge made a 
blunder when they sought to ascertain the 
number of votes necessary to give the election 
to their man. The scheme failed as a conse- 
quence. But it came very near succeeding. 
It could not have succeeded to the extent 
that it did but for the connivance of the po- 
lice officers. They acted with the conspira- 
tors. They were of the conspirators them- 
selves. The same desperate and unscrupulous 
men who attempted the fraud two years ago 
are in charge of the Harrison campaign this 
year. The same police officers who acted 
with the gang two years ago are on the force 
yet. They are stationed for the most part in 
the districts where fraud was then committed, 
and where it will be attempted next Tuesday 
anless the utmost vigilance is exercised. 
False tally sheets are out already, whether with 
the connivance of dishonest employés of the 
Election: Commissioner’s office or through 
duplication of the forms by the gang com- 
mittee, cannot be ascertained just at present. 
The Harrison campaign is de ng manipulated 
by the gamblers and the thieves cf Chicago. 
They will not stop at anything to accomplish 
their designs. They wul forge returns, stuff

MR. HAREISON’S oad OF IRISH- 

Mr. Harrison showed his fine tact and del-. 
icacy of feeling last week when he told his 
listeners at a German meeting that when he 
was in Germany his favorite pastime was to 
blow the froth off a tankard of beer and squeeze 
the hand of some German Fraulein under the 
table. He showed those’ same qualities strik- 
ingly night before last when he told the Irish- 
men at a Fifth Ward meeting why, when 
Mayor, he did not enforee a city ordinance 
for the closing of the saluons at midnight. It 
was, in brief, that in some of the Irish wards 
the people would either fight or get drunk. 
Of ihe two evils he chose that which he con- 
sideted the least and let them get drunk. He 
said further that these Irish wards abounded 
in people who, if driven out of the saloons at 
midnight, would have starved on the streets. To 
save them froin so sad a fate he allowed them 
to stay inside and bay liquor. 

There may be Irish who are gratified or 
am used when told that there are large num- 
bers of their countrymen in this city who 
carry shillalahs and feel that they must either 
fight or get drunk. It is possible that the 
Irishmen who were at the meeting night be- 
fore last and who found no fault with Mr. 
Harrison’s remarks were of that class.. Yet 
as it is notoriously untrue that tne Irish wards 
of this city are a repetition of Donnybrook 
Fair, it seems as though self-respecting Irish- 
men would go to sume pains notto vote for 
Mr. Harrison, a person who has so contemp- 
tuous an opinion of their race. 

Probably the classic orator who said he let 
the saloons keep open after midnight so that 
Irishmen might get drunk and. thus be peace- 
ful was not very proud of this specimen of his 
eloquence. It is omitted in the revised and 
amended report of his public addresses print- 
ed in his own organ. But for the thoughtful- 
ness of other papers only those who were at 
this little meeting would have known that Mr. 
Haryison’s definition of an Irishman is: a 
person who is fighting except when drunk, 
Does that eminent professional Irishman, Mr. 
Matthew P. Brady, who learned in Camp No. 
20 all he knows of Ireland, accept the defini- 
tion of his candidate? 


FOREIGN BORN POPULATION. 

A recently issued census bulletin contains a 
statement of the nationalities and geographic- 
al distribution of the foreign born element of 
the population of the United States. The 


following ate the totals for five census years:

for the ten years ending in 1890 is only about 
half the increase reported by the Bureau of 
Statistics, a fact which may well raise some 
question as to the value of the census figures, 
but a close comparison would involve a con- 
sideration of diffetences in the death rate, the 
material for which is not at hagd. The fig- 
ures show that great changes have occurred 
in the proportion of the several nationalities 
to the total. In 1850 the foreign born res 
dents included “96T,000' from Ireland, 583,000 
from Germany, 278,000 from England, 147,000 
from Canada, 70,000 from Scotland, 54,000 from 
France, 29,000 from Wales, and less than 15,- 
000 from any other ¢ourtry. In 1880 the Ger- 
mans exceeded the Irish for the first time, but 
the excess was slight, the numbers being 
1,966,000 and 1.854, 000. In 1890 thie distribution 
was 2,784,000 from Germany, 1,872,000 from Ire- 
land, 980.000 from Canada, 909,000 from En- 
gland. 478,000 from Sweden, 322,000 from Nor- 
way, 242,000 from Scotland, 182,644 from 
Russia, 182,580 from Italy (these two being 
nearly equal), 147,000 from Poland, 132,000 
from Denmark, 123,000 from Austria, 118,000 
froni Bohemia, 118,000 from France, 106,000 
from China, 104.000 from Switzerland, and 
100,000 from Wales. Canada and Newfound- 
land are credited with 981,000, being an in- 
crease of 86.78 per cent during the last census 
decade, and Mexico with 78,000, being an in- 
crease of 13.82 per cent. These figures are of 
additonal interest from the fact that our im- 
migration statistics of recent years have not 
taken account of arrivals across our southern 
and northern boundaries. 

The report shows that nearly. 45 per cent of 
the 9,249,547 foreign born residents in the 
United States are living in the one hundred 
and twenty-four cities. of largest population. 
The following are the percentages of those dif- 
ferent nationalities residing in those cities: 
Italian and Spanish, 58; Poles and Russians, 
57; Irish, 55; Austrian and Bohemian, 48; 
German, 47; South Americans, 46; French, 
45: Hungarians, 44; English, Scotch, and 
Chinese, 40; Canadian, Cuban, Dutch, Swiss, 
Swedish, and Portuguese, about 30; Welsh, 
Belgian, Danish, and Norwegian, 20 to 25; 
Mexican only 7 per cent. The percentage re- 
ported in the fifty principal cities increased 
from 34 per cent in 1880 tu 37 in 1890. 

Only 14,000 out of the 980,000 Canadian im- 
migrants are in the South and 1 per cent of 
the 800,000 from Sweden and Norway are 
found in the Southern States, while but 1,300 
of the 77,000 Mexicans are found in the North, 
Of the 106,000 Chinese 95,000 remain in the 
West and 71,000 of them are in California. 
Of the 182,000 Italians 118,000 are in the North 
Atlantic States, more than half that number 
being in New York, while 15,000 of them are 
in California and only 8,000 in Illinois. Of 
the 147,000 Poles Illinois has 28,000, Pennsy!- 
vania 25,000, and New York 22,000. Neariy 
one-third of the immigrants from Norway are 
in Minnesota, which also has 99,000 of the 
Swedes, while Illinois has 86,000 of the latter 
and no other State more than 30.000. 


INTEREST ON CITY FUNDS. 

The Democratie gang candidate for City 
Treasurer made a speech night before last in 
which he said that he had been Assistant 
Treasurer for the last four years and during 
that period had had absolute control of the 
office; over $123,000.000 had passed through 
his hands.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND ON SILVER, 

In his inaugural address President Cleve- 
land uttered a few sentences which were un- 
derstood by some people to indicate a de- 
termination to act promptly with regard to 
the knotty, difficuit, and dangerous silver 
status. Possibly he did not have that in mind 
when he said he would briefly refer to the 
existence of certain conditions and tendencies 


among our people which seem to menace the 


integrity and usefulness of their government, 
or to the strong man who in the confidence 
of sturdiest health “may still have lurking 
near his vitals unheeded disease that dooms 
him to sudden collapse.” But it is fair to 
infer that he meant something of the sort in 
saying that the danger of depreciation in 
the purchasing power of wages paid to toil 
should furnish the strongest incentive to 
prompt conservative precaution in dealing 
with our present embarrassing situation as 
related to this subject”; also when he said 
that none of the powers with which the execu- 
tive branch of the government is invested will 
be withheld when their exercise is deemed 
necessary to maintain our national credit’ or 
avert financial disaster.“ 

These expressions may be characterized as 
vague, roundabout, obscure, opaque, and gen- 
erally unsatisfactory. But they must refer to 
the existing bad currency status. If not, to 
what do they refer? To the tariff? He 
spoke more specifically on that topic in suc- 
ceeding sentences. Assuming that he had in 
his mind the silver muddle and danger of the 
debasement of the currency, why did he not 
speak in plainer terms and employ language 
that common people can understand? It is 
fair to ask if he had any clear ideas on the 
subject, if he knows what is involved in the 
question, ifhe understands what is really the 
matter, or has any clear notion in regard tora 
remedy for the existing trouble. If so, why 
did he not state it? Why did he not say in 
plain phraseology what is the core of the 
silver problem and how to get at it, if he has 
any clear ideas regarding it? His friends 
claim for him the possession of courage, but 
he did not exhibit tnat trait in speaking of it 
in his inaugural, nor has he done so since he 
assumed the reins of power. He is simply 
allowing things to drift along in a bad way, 
and even if it be true that he has authorized 
the sale of bonds in Europe he is only dally- 
ing witha grave question and putting it off 
till a tomorrow in which it will be harder to 
solve than it 1s today. 

It is the plain duty of President Cleveland 
to call the new Congress together for the pur- 
pore of dealing with the dangerous condition 
of the currency and placing it on a sound and 
stable basis, Congress can easily do it if 
willmg. The road lies plainly open before it 
and nothing except cowardice or dishonesty 
could prevent Congress from walking therein. 
It is only necessary for President Cleveland to 
diagnose the case plainly and simply in his 
message calling the special session and then 
suggest the medicine of honesty that must be 
prescribed to cure the complaint. He does 
not need to wrap up his ideas in a mass of 
obscure, polysylldbic verbiage. He should 
write in the plain understandable vernacular 
of this country, using it to tell the truth in re- 
gard to the situation. 

It is dangerous to evade the plain duty of 
calling a special session of the new Demo. 
cratic Congress to give relief from the evils of 
the present situation, It is intimated that 
President Cieveland recognizes this to some 
extent and has about made up his mind to 
call on Congress to meet next September or 
October. But why delay it so long? The 
work of organization will take time. The 
session would be a regular one, meeting a 
little varlier than usual, and it is well know 
that a new Congress assembied for the long 
term seldom effects any new legislation in 
less than four or six months from the date of 
the December meeting. Hence a considera- 
ble part of the calendar year 1804 may have 
elapsed before the much-needed action is 
taken in regard to silver. But by that time 
a hundred millions of gold may have 
been taken out.of the country, the Treasury 
reserve reduced to near the zero point, 
and gold may be at a premium of more than 
50 percent as measured by the lightweight, 
two-thirds silver dollar then to be the unit ot 
currency value unless 4 per cent bonds be 
sold in vast amounts here and abroad to pre- 
vent it. And. during that long wait some 
forty millions more of ‘Treasury notes are to 
be issued and piled on top of those now out- 
standing, all to be redeemed in gold, while the 
silver dollars and silver certificates issued 
against them have also to be kept at par by 
the same sustaining power. The case stands 
thus:

[The other gold in the Treasury is pledged to

It is evident that President Cleveland de- 
sires to put off the‘evil day of facing the sil- 
ver question and the tariff question. If he 
were really in earnest in desiring to relieve 
the strain he would have called on Congress 
to meet in April, or in May at the latest, in 
the hope of obtaining a settlement of the sil- 
ver difficulty before the hot weather came on. 
Perhaps before the matter is reached on what 
is now stated to be the program he will find 
that the sellmg of fifty ora hundred million 
of bunds furnishes barely enough gold where- 
with to redeem the silver paper that is pre- 
sented. The shifty cowards in Congress will 
then be forced to face the music, though by 
that time the din may be a distract- 
ing if not an overpowering one. 
The huge accumulation of silver in 
the Treasury will have to be utilized for its 
legitimate purpose of redemption of the paper 
issued against it, and a gold dollar’s worth of 
the metal must be given to redeem every dol- 
lar named on the paper to be redeemed, no 
matter how many grains of the metal that 
may require. Anything less than that would 
bring about the “ depreciation in the purchas- 
ing power of wages paid to toil which Presi- 
dent Cleveland professes to be anxious to 
avoid, 2

England when Parliament in 1875 2 ted 
the Australian system or one still more liberal in 
same direction, It ougnt to have prevailed 
there if anywhere, but it didnot. It was no 
doubt brought forward when in 1375 the system 
was adopted in Prussia, and it did duty in On- 
tario in 1854 when the system was adopted there. 
One would think its age and infirmity might en- 
title it toarest. There were titles in Australia 
over sixty years old when the system was adopted 
there, and they were badly complicated, too, so 
says Mr. Brickdale, an eminent author on the sub- 
ect and the law officer of the Registry Office of 
land. There centainly can be no reason on 
account of the age of our titles or the complica- 
tions growing out of the different estates that 
may be carved ont of @ fee or remainder or uses 
that should make it any more difficult to use the 
Australian system in illinois than in England or 
Prussia or even in A a. 

Mr. Pence says: The worst part of the prop- 
osition is that it proposes to establish two systems 
of real estate alongside of each other. Not two 
systems of real estate, but two systems of trans- 
ferring real estate. In other words, the one we 
have is open to such sericus objections that jt is 
pro to introduce a better one; but inas- 
muchas it would be very inconvenient if not 
impracticable to make the change all at once, it 
is proposed here as in Australia, England, and 
other places to make the new system permissive 
and let it work its own way. If any one likes the 
old way better than the new he can continue to 
use it. If it becomes a matter of commudation 
to a purchaser that the title 16 istered, as is 
the case in Australia and other places, no doubt 
its adop*ion will be rapid, otherwise it will not. 


Statutes of Limitation. 


The assertion that the 4 act will wipe 
out the present statutes of limitauon as to lands 
bought under it has only a grain of truth in it. It 
does not deprive the registered owner or one in 
— r at the time of first registration of the 
benelit of these statutes, It simply prevents land 
stealing under them so far as registered lands aro 
concerned, As to them the occupation of the 
squatter will be much less enticing. As the law 
now stands one may go on to land to which he has 
not the sbadow of right, pay no taxes, and if he 
can stay there twenty years he gots title against 
the rightful owner. the more wrongful his acts 
in gaining or keeping possession the more sure he 
is to acquire the title.

Titles Not of Record. 

No, the Commissioners did not make the mis- 
take of supposing * that all good titles are shown 
of record.’ ; 

What they expect to bring about by the new 
system is that all good tities shall be shown of 
record and that so early and concisely that any 
one can find out ali about any one of them in less 
‘time than it takes to answer this one wrong as- 
sumption in Mr. Pence’s letter. 

It is one of the most serious faults of the pres- 
ent system that the record may show a perfectly 
elear title iu one person, while the fact is the title 
is actually in another. This is one of the many 

itfalls into which the innocent purchaser may 

all notwithstanding his expert“ made abstract 
and his expert lawyer’s opinion that the abstract 
shows a good title. 

When closely scanned Mr. Pence’s whole letter 
1s a plea for the continuation of the most perplex- 
ing faults of the present system, and that mainly 
because they raise too many questions difficalt to 
deal with as the law now stands. 


Proof of Heirship. 


One of these is the proof of heirship. There is 
now no court for the proof of 1 the pur- 
pose of affecting the title to lands, although

of each deceased owner through whorn the title has 
come. Is.there any reason in the nature of the 

roperty or in any consideration why proof of 
heirabip to a million of dollars’ worth of porson- 
alty should be made before the Probate Court 
and that the same proof to a million of dollars 
worth of real estate should not? The objection 
that the bestowment of this power upon the Pro- 
bate Court. which in most counties is the County 
Court, is unconstitutional is not worthy of reply. 
That court has already power to order the sale of 
real estate to pay debts in the course of adminis- 
tration and incidentally to determine rights of 
heirs in it. ‘ :

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SYSTEM BE ADOPTED. 


A Correspondent Thinks It Would Be Even 
Better Than Trial by Jury and Would 
Greatly Lessen the Congestion Now 
Com plained Of—Many Lawyers, He Says, 
Are Competent to Act as Judges—Kffect 


of the Plan in New York-—Opinions of 
Local Attorneys. : 

The overcrowded condinon of the Cook 
County Court calendars and the methods 
which may be adopted to afford some relief 
are subjects which are at present engaging the 
active attention of the Bar Association, and 
are besides topics of discussion among law- 
yers generally. An interesting communica- 
tion has been sent to Tax Taunus, which ad- 
vocates the adoption of the referee system. 
Yesterday it was shown -to a number of 
prominent lawyers, and their opinions of it 
were obtained. The communication fullows: 

[Editor of The Tribune.)—I have read with 
great interest the various articles ve ap- 
peared from time to time in Taz TRIsune and 
other papers of the city concerning the questi 
of relieving our courts of the ted state o 
their atop and, while no longer in active 
tice myself. 1 still have such an interest in the 
welfare of the profession that I am induced to 
— one or two suggestions upon this general 
subject. 

It now takes from one to two years, as I am ad- 
vised, to reach a common taw case for trialin the 
ordinary course of business in either the Saperior 
or the Circuit Court of this county. Sincs Jan. 1 
last over 4,000 cases have been commenced in 
these two courts alone, and there is no reason to 
suppose that during the next three months a less 
pumber will be begun, or that there will be any 

roeptible decrease in the business of the courts 

or years to come. 

That this vast amount of business cannot prop- 
erly be dis of in the ordinary way within 
any reasonable time by our present judicial 
force is clear, and unless our present Judges are 
relieved in some way the case would seem to be 
hopeless. There is a law. however, on our statute 
books by means of which our courts can be great- 
ly relieved if the litigants themselves are willing 
to make use of it. Indeed, 1 may say there is 
not a common law suit now pending in either of 
these courts that cannot be disposed of within 
thirty days if the litigants themselves desire it 
and are willing to waive a jury. 

Chapter 117 of our statutes provides that when- 
ever the parties toasuit at law request it the 
court shail refer the case to a referse to be se- 
lected by the court or by the parties themselves, 
who shall at once, or at such time as may be con- 
venient for the parties, issue a summons for the 
witnesses, hear the testimony, and make report in 
writing of his findings to the court. and the court 
shall thereupon enter judgment upon the report 
unless objections are filed by the parties or one of 
them. If abjections are filed to the report of the 
referee the court must hear the argument of coun- 
sel in support of the objections and then enter 
such judgment as may seem to be proper, or the 
court may send the case back to the referee with 
instructions for further evidence. 


Lawyers Competent to Judge. 


The process is simple and expeditious, and the 
chances that a correct conclusion will be reached 
by the referee and court together are quite as 
great as they are that a correct conclusion will be 
reached by the court and a jury together. It is 
no disrespect to the Judges now on the bench to 
say that there are 100 lawyers at the bar who, 
from their long experience as attorneys, their 
knowledge of the law, and their intimate ac- 
quaintance with the practice in the cour.s, are as 
well qualified to paes upon any case that may be 
submitted to them as referee and quite as likely 
to reach correct conclusions as to the judgment 
that ought to be eutered as any Judge on the 
bench aided, or perhaps it would be better to 
* hampered, by the verdict of the jury. 

hat the attorneys for plaintiffs in actions for 
personal injuries arn railroad corporations 
and other actions of like character are not will- 
ing to waive a jury and have their cases tried by 
the court or before a referee is to be expected. 
but there is no reason why an ordinary case of 
contract, trover, replevin, etc., should not be 
heard by a referee selected by the parties them- 
selves and final judgment entered by the court in 
which the suit is pending witbin thirty days from 
the time the issues aro joined, save that either the 
plaintiff or the defendant and perhaps both of 
them are notin a hurry to have their case dis- 
posed of, 

The average business-man when interrogated 
will say that he has no use for a jury and would 
prefer to have his case tried by the court, and 
et when he comes or is brought into court as a 
itigant, he will wait for one or two years for his 
case to be reached on the docket, keep a man in 
the court- room from one to three weeks, perhaps 
longer, watching it after it gets on the call, pay 
witnesses for attending or bei at all times in 
readiness to attend the trial, during the same 
time, and in addition keep himself in a continual 
state of anxiety and watchfulness for weeks, not 
knowing what hour his case will finally be call 
and all to the end that he may have the bénefit o 
a trial by a jury of twelve men, whose judgment 
he pro to hold in contempt and for whose 
services he claims to have no use, 

In the City of New York, as is well known, near! 
half of the business of the courts is done by ref- 
erees, and done to the general satistaction of the 
litigants and the profession, and it is difficult to 
understand why a similar practice is not resorted 
to in Chicago, especially since there seems to be 
such a strong desire on the part of litigants them- 
selves that some way shall be discovered whereby 
they can secure a speedy hearing. It is probably 
because the leadi law firms of the city have 
seldom, if ever, nade use of this statute. If ten 
or fifteon of those dcinga general law business 
in our courts would avail themselves of this pro- 
vision of the statute thereis no doubt that the 
practice would soon become popular and general, 
and greatly relieve the courts t are now strug- 
gling on apparently without hope. OBSERVER. 

Difficult to Enforce. 

Following are the opinions expressed on the 
foregoing suggestion: 

Frank J. Smith—The difficulty about the en- 
forcement of the law referred to is that a refer- 
ence has to be agreed 1 * by both parties. De- 
lay is frequently sought by one of the litigants. 
There would also be some difficulty in selecting a 
non-partisan person to act as referee. A referee 
who is competent to meet the questions in dis- 
pute will require to be well paid. His fees may 
seem too high. I think the law in question will 
remain inoperative until it shall be the power of 
the court to select the referee aud require the 
reference to be binding on the disputants. If 
the masters in chancery could 9e regarded 
as referees to which the court could 
refer suits in common law some relief could 
be had. We have more litigation in Cook County 
on account of the manifold commercial interests 
ofa great city than there is in a good part of the 
State and we have not proportionately so many 
Judges. Of the twenty Judges the Criminal 
Court takes three to five: the Appellate Court 
three; one or two of the number are usually 
disabled by sickness, and thus about ten are left 
to do the work. The judicial fyrce should 
increased. There are two remedies at hand. 
One is to repezl statutes requiring chancel- 
lors to hear cases in open court 
and give them power to send such cases to a ref- 
eree. The other is to make litigation more ex- 
pensive. This could be done by imposinga rea- 
sonable bill of costs for the county s expenses and 
the successful attorney’s fee. Peoble would hesi- 
tate before bringing cases under the influence of 
such a bill and many vexatious appeals from 
justice court decisions would be avoided. 

A. M. Pence—The suggestion of a‘referee is im- 
practicable. Every lawyer knows that the law 
providing for referees is on the statute books and 
knows also that the reason why it is inonerative is 
that litigants won't agree to it. They 
cannot be forced to do so. The courts 
have not the power to make a reference compul- 
sory and to clothe courts with the power the Con- 
stitution would have to be changed. I believe 
the jury system is a humbug, Three Judges can 
détermine questions of law and fact as well or 
better than a jury of twelve men. In nine-tenths of 
chancery cases, where no jury is required, one 
Judgo is sufficient. The only way to stop this 
choking up of the court calendars is to adopt a 
good fee bill and to oblige a man to advances 
money for a jury and for the opposing attorney. 
People who have no cases wiil not come into 
court then. The Legislature won't pass such a 
bill, though. Country lawyers are opposed to it. 

Favors the suggestion. 


David B. Lyman -There is force in the sugges- 
tions. They seem practicable. The bar would 
wish to understand the cost of such references. 
Probably they would be large because litigants 
would be willing that cheir cases should be re- 
ferred only to men of known ability, and the lat- 
ter would charge for it. It is not a question 
which can be disposed of offfand. It should be 
discussed, and probably the Bar Association will 
take up the eubject. A law by which cases can 
be referred asa mandate, or oae taxing costs 
against unsuccessful litigants, might operate to de- 
crease unnecessary — 5 The pending bills 
at Springtield designed to help the question which 
is the subject of the communication are not cal- 
culated to meet with popular favor.
